For Delay in Plane’s Invention 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (UPI) 
—The National Geographic So- 
ciety came up today with the 
assertion that the British Parlia- 
ment delayed the invention of 
the airplane.

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St. Clair, Madison Counties. 

Under the plan, the eastern 
edges of St. Clair and Madison 
counties would be thrown into a 
Twenty -second District which 
would include the home base of 
Representative George Shipley, 
Olney Democrat. 

Madison and St. Clair, with the 
exception of the deleted sections, 
would remain one district. 

Senator Donald O’Brien of 
Chicago, Senate minority leader, 
and Representative Clyde Choate 
of Anna, Hous majority whip, 
introduced the redistricting legis- 
lation. 

Both parties had agreed that 
they would abstain from intro- 
ducing redistricting legislation on 
Opening day yesterday. 

Downstate House Republicans 
said they were ready to counter 
next week with a map that would 
put Mack in the same district as 
Representative Kennet Gray of 
West Frankfort. 

Representative Robert Mc- 
Closkey of Monmouth, Republi- 
can minority whip in the House, 
said his proposal would revise 
Representative Elmer Hoffman’s 
district by substituting Will for 
Kane county. 

While the Republican map 
would create a new district com- 
posed of Boone, McHenry and 
Lake counties, the Democratic 
proposal would put Lake, Mc- 
Henry and Kane areas together. 

The Legislature was called 
into special session by Gov. Otto 
Kerner to accomplish redistrict- 
ing and some other tasks. 

Would Run State-wide. 

If districts are not redrawn, 
Illinois candidates for Congress 
next year would run state-wide 
for the 24 seats which will then 
be available. There are now 25 
seats. 

Republicans set the tone . of 
the special session yesterday by 
refusing to speed legislation 
which Kerner called urgent. 

In rapid order, the G.O.P.-con- 
trolled’Senate overrode attempts 
by Democrats to by-pass com- 
mittee hearings on key proposals 
requested by the Governor. 


House Republicans went even 
further, insisting that all legisla- 
tion, even an appropriation for 
expense of the special session, 
first be cleared through standing 
committees. 

Normally, legislation in spe- 
cial sessions is considered in 
public hearings before the entire | 
House and Senate. 

Republicans in both chambers, | 
however, insisted there was no 
need to hurry consideration of 
the administration-backed legis- 
lation. 

Among the key bills which Re- 
publicans succeeded in sending 
to standing committees for hear- | 
ings nex: week were one for an 
increase in the corporation fran- | 
chise tax and another for a half- | 
cent rise in the existing 3 per 
cent levy on service occupations. | 

Senate Republican leaders said 
they were not convinced that the | 
state needs a corporation tax in- 
crease and a boost in the serv- 
ice occupation tax as proposed 
by Kerner.

‘Furthermore, all these prob- | 
lems had to be met with shrink- 
ing revenues, for many of the 
well-to-do had led the flight into.

Few Gains at First. 

American cities. made little 
progress in their initial response 
to these problems, Wade con- 
tinued. 

“Unwilling to admit the full 
extent of their troubles, they at- 
tacked the new problems on a 
piecemeal basis,”’ he stated. ‘‘In 
the 40s what passed for ‘city 
planning’ was largely public 
housing; in the ’50s the emphasis 
shifted to traffic control, park- 
ing and expressways. 

‘The inadequacy of these ap- 
proaches, however, led many 
people to think in much larger 
terms. Some places, notably in 
Philadelphia, New Haven and St. 
Louis, began attacks on a much 
More comprehensive scale.”’

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LACLEDE 10 GIVE 
NEW EVIDENCE IN 
RATE HIKE CASE

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. ll— 
Further evidence supporting a 
request for a $3,700,000 annual 
rate increase by Laclede Gas 
Co. was expected to be pre- 
sented to the Missouri Public 

Service Commission today. 

Lee M. Liberman, vice presi- 
dent of operations for Laclede, 
said he hoped to show that loss 
of additional facilities needed to 
serve new customers and to in- 
crease the company’s supply of 
gas more than offset the pro- 
posed rate increase. Previously 
the company had given only the 
cost of additional gas being pur- 
chased. 


Liberman’s new evidence was 
to be in rebuttal to a contention 
by Thomas Downey, assistant 
counsel for the commission, that 
Laclede had not shown that ad- 
ditional costs will be as much 
as new revenue expected. Yes- 
terday Downey, after extensive 
questioning of Liberman, asked 
the commission to dismiss La- 
clede’s case. 


After Downey’s motion, which | 


the commission took under ad- 


visement while continuing to 
hear the case, Liberman testified 
that it would be disastrous for 
the company if the proposed 
rate increase is not allowed. He 
said the company already had 
experienced a decline in operat- 
ing revenue of $500,000 since 
March 1 as the result of buving 
a new quantity of higher priced 
gas. 

Liberman denied an assertion 
by Downey that the company 
is selling gas to some indus- 
trial customers at less than cost. 
He said that although the cost 
of gas purchased from Missis- 
sippi River Transmission Co., a 
new supplier to Laclede, might 
be more than is charged some 
industrial customers, the aver- 
age cost of gas to Laclede is 
less than is being charged any 
consumer. 

The transmission company, 
which is a subsidiary of La- 
clede’s principal supplier, Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel Corp., began 
Selling Laclede gas May | at 
a price substantially higher than 


that charged by the parent 
organization. 
Liberman testified that if

Eight more policemen joined the 
list of suspects yesterday in Den- 
ver’s growing police crime scan- 
dal. The investigation now has 
produced a total of 43 suspects 
among policemen and former po- 
licemen, 

Gov. Steve McNichols said Pa- 
trolman Arthur W. Rosmiller 
had been charged and that seven 
other patrolmen, whom he did 
not name, also would be charged 
with burglary. Rosmiller, who 
has been a policemen 11 years, 
was charged with grand larceny, 
receiving stolen goods and con- 
spiracy to commit grand larceny 
and receive stolen goods. 


The governor said the state's 
investigation of crime in Den- 
ver area law enforcement agen- 


cies would continue.

Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy said the plan will hinge 
on the reporting of identical 
bids received by federal agen- 
cies and any of 2000 participat- 
ing local and state governments. 

He called the program “an 
important weapon against col- 
lusive bidding,” 

Authorized ‘by an April 24 
presidential ofder, the new sys- 
tem will become effective Nov. 1. 

Local and state governments 
will report to the Department 
of Justice identical bids on items 
costing more than $1000. Federal! 
agencies will report identical 
bids on itéms costing more than 
$10,000. 

After the reports are recorded 
and catalogued’ by computer, 
the Department of Justice will 
publish consolidated reports. 

The Attorney General said the 
publication should have a deter- 
rent effect on companies trying 
to rig prices on Government 
contracts. 

‘But the effects need not stop 
there,” he said, “These reports 
will give us broader sources of 
information on which to base 
anti-trust investigations. If in- 
vestigation should indicate that 
an identical bid is a rigged bid, 
we will prosecute.”’ 

In cases involving possible 
rigged bidding, but not in inter- 
state commerce, the Department

Hodge’s 27- 
Year-old son, William, said: “I 
believe we can rehabilitate him. 
Gentlemen, please, we want him 
back.” 

Hodge is asking for a pardon 
or a reduction of sentence, 
which he would need to be eli- 
gible for parole before Novem- 
ber, 1963. He is 57 years old. 

The former auditor’s previous 
plea, last January, was before a 
board appointed by former Gov. 
William G. Stratton. On the new 
board appointed by Gov. Kerner 
there is only one holdover mem- 
ber. 

The board’s function is advis- 
ory, but the Governor usually 
follows its recommendations.

“Adequate disclosure of in 
come and expenditures can no 
longer be left to the agencies 
themselves,”” Dr. Hamlin said 
yesterday, ‘‘for they have shown 
neither the ability nor the will- 
ingness to solve this problem 
satisfactorily.” 

He charged that some agen- 
cies distort their statements to 
create a more attractive public 
image for fund-raising purposes, 

Government regulation, he as- 
serted, would result in ‘“‘manda- 
tory, standardized disclosures in 
the public interest of voluntary 
agency income and expend- 
tures.” He said this could re- 
store public confidence damaged 
by wasteful competition for funds 
by 100,000 agencies in the health 
and welfare field. 

He said the government should 
not regulate the programs of vol- 
untary agencies, but he called 
for a major effort by the na- 
tional agencies which raise funds 
independently “to remove the 
barriers to program co-operation 
that have risen from the vitri 
olic debate over fund-raising 
methods.”’ 

‘These differences do not pre- 
clude co-operation among agen- 
cies in the planning and devel- 
opment of their programs, as 
has too often been the case,’’ he 
said.

ten and the army reorganized— 
probably in 1963. 

June 14 Movement leaders an- 
nounced Monday they would 
boycott the coalition. 

The P.R.D. statement charged 
that Balaguer had failed to cre- | 
ate the ‘“‘necessary conditions” | 
for a coalition government. 

Earlier, U.C.N. President Viri- 
ato Fiallo had protested to the 
United Nations and the Organ- 
ization of American States 
against the expulsion of more 
than 20 persons from the Do- 
minican Republic.

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Russian Nuclear Tests Result 
In Renewal of Debate on Health 
And Genetic Dangers of Fallout | 


Radioactivity Readings Up Sharply 
in Many Countries---Most Scientists 
Agree Harmful Effects Will Be Felt 
by Future Generations.

AS NEW CLOUDS of radioactive fallout spread around the 
earth as a result of Russia’s nuclear tests. a world-wide debate | 
has resumed on the health and genetic dangers of fallout. 


The sharp increase in concern 
over the effects of radiation is 
due to these main considera- 
tions: 

1. The 19 nuclear devices de- 
tonated by the Soviet Union 
since it resumed testing Sept. 

1 have added a substantial 


amount of fallout to the carth’s 
atmosphere. Precise figures 
are not available but the Rus- 
sian shots thus far are esti- 
mated to have produced at 
least 15 megatons of fission 
yield and probably consider- 
ably more, up to 20 or 30 meg- 
atons. 

This compares with 90 to 92 
megatons of fission yield esti- 
mated to have been produced 
by the United States, Britain 
and Russia between the dawn 
of the atomic age in 1945 and 
the start of the informal, three- 
power moratorium on testing 
in November 1958. A com- 
paratively small amount was 
added by the French tests in 
the Sahara last year. 

2. The Russian tests have 
created an undetermined but 
substantial amount of new 
strontium 90 and other radio- 
nuclides, such as iodine 131, 
causing radioactivity readings 
to shoot up sharply in many 
countries, including the United 
States, Canada, Japan and 
Italy, 

The danger posed by the addi- 
tional strontium 90 and other 
tadioactive substance cannot be 
assessed yet with accuracy, but 
scientists in and out of govern- 
ment generally agree that there 
are likely to be harmful genetic 
effects for future generations. 
There is less agreement on 
whether the present fallout level 
constitutes a health hazard for 
the world’s population today. 


SCIENTISTS for the United 
States Public Health Service be- 
lieve the present levels of stron- 
tium 90, or even somewhat 
higher concentrations, pose little 
danger to the health of the gen- 
eral population. This conclusion 
was a factor in a recent decision 
to make a radical revision in 
the old “‘maximum permissible” 
or “safe’’ levels of this isotope. 

The old recommended maxi- 
mum average intake of 73 micro- 
micricuries of strontium 90 a 
day for the general population 
and the accompanying maximum 
average of 33 mmc. of strontium 
90 a liter of milk a day have 
been scrapped by the Federal 
Radiation Council, which is 
charged with setting federal 
policy on human radiation ex- 


posure. 
To replace these old recom- 
mended limits, which became 


familiar to St. Louisans as a 


result of high strontium 90 read-_ 


ings in milk, the council has es- 
tablished new “radiation pro- 
tection guides” providing far 


more flexible ranges for intake | 


of strontium 90 and other radio- 
nuclides. 


AT THE SAME TIME, the 


Health Service and the Radiation | 


Council have become increas- | 
ingly concerned about the 
hazards presented by some 
radioactive substances other 
than strontium 90. Chief among 
these is iodine 131, a shorter- 
lived radionuclide that seeks out 
the thyroid gland in human be- 
ings. Its radioactivity can cause

The New Mathematics 


The distinguished mathematician, 
Dr. Morris Kline of New York Uni- 
versity, has aired his complaint 
about what is new in the teaching 
of high school mathematics in an 
article Oct. 4 headed ‘““New Teach- 
ing of Mathematics Is Called Dan- 
gerous Nonsense.” 


He said there is unquestionably a 
need for better teaching of all ma- 
thematics. Certainly he, as direc- 
tor of electro-magnetic research at 
his university, would not teach con- 
cepts of electro-magnetism which 
were outdated by 20 years. Teach- 
ers of mathematics should not 
teach concepts and use methods 
that are outdated by 200 years. 

That is why several dedicated 
groups have been diligently working 
to improve the teaching of high 
school mathematics. It is these 
groups that Dr. Kline has been 
openly criticizing since their incep- 
tions without, to my knowledge, of- 
fering much as an alternative. 

To set the record straight, these 
groups do not advocate throwing 
away 2000 vears of mathematics, re- 
placing it with something new. This 
would be ridiculous. Practically all 
the content of the traditional high 
school program is incorporated into 
the materials, but with somewhat 
different emphasis and new and 
better approaches. 

It is true that “new” subjects 
such as set theory, Boolean algebra, 
and logic are aiso taught, but these 
are not “the basis of the new high 
school math courses."’ These topics 
are introduced to be-ter explain the 
traditional concepts. Why wait until 
graduate school to teach more re- 
cently discovered topics if they can 
throw light on the old? 


A common feeling as expressed 
by one girl is, “I used to hate ma- 
thematics. It was so boring. The 
teacher would do a problem and 
then we would do more like it for 
homework. But I love this course. 
I really have to think.” 

Those students are finding too 
that they are successful in college 
mathematics courses, stating that 
they feel better prepared than oth- 
ers in their college classes.

A Crooked Road? 


Missouri’s gasoline tax rises by 2 cents on 
Friday. This will remind Missourians to 
consider whether a proposed constitutional 
amendment represents a straight road or a 
crooked road to the state’s highway future. 
Today we discuss the twists and turns of the 
proposal; its advantages will be considered 
later. 

Fortunately the voters have five months in 
which to make up their minds about this issue 
involving the state’s largest single business. 
The coming increase of 2 cents a gallon will 
make the gasoline tax 5 cents, but only for 
six months. Next March 6, voters will be 
asked to pass on a constitutional amendment 
for a permanent 5-cent levy. State highways 
would get 4 of the 5 cents; cities and counties 
would divide 1 cent and city gas taxes would 
be eliminated. 

A penny gas tax produces $16,000,000 in 
annual state revenue, Under the proposed 
amendment, the state highway system would 
gain that much more money, while the coun- 
ties would receive 4 millions and the cities 12 
millions. But the major state system will 
gain nothing unless voters agree also to divert 
state road funds to rural roads and city 
streets. The plan represents a slick scheme 
to provide something for everybody without 
giving full priority where it belongs—with 
the major state system. . 

This plan resulted from a political alliance 
between the oil lobby and the county courts. 
Between the former’s desire to get rid of city 
gas taxes and the latter’s demand for more 
state aid for rural roads, the alliance proved 
unbeatable in the Legislature. The Governor 
and Highway Commission and others who 
originally believed a 2-cent tax rise for state 
highways a bare minimum now support a pro- 
posal that provides only half as much for the 
main roads. They recognize that if the amend- 
ment is defeated, there will be no extra funds 
for any roads. 

Last year, legislators sought an independent 
survey by the Automotive Safety Foundation 
which warned that the “greatest needs are on 
the state highway systems (which) form the 
backbone for motor vehicle travel.” By 
1980, the report predicted, state highways 
will carry two thirds of all traffic. Yet the 
Legislature ignored the point. Its proposal 
for a tax rise gives equal treatment to the 
highways on one hand and to rural roads 
and city streets on the other. 

This is not the first rural road-grab in Mis- 
souri’s rural-dominated Legislature. In 1952, 
when the gas tax was raised from 2 to 3 cents, 
the state had to absorb 12,000 miles of pre- 
dominantly rural roads into its system as part 
of the bargain. Missouri now has the sixth 
largest state highway system in the nation 
and much of it is in local service roads. 

To compound the absurdity of ladling out 
more state money for rural roads, Missouri 
still has nearly a thousand local road authori- 
ties. What with townships and special road 
districts, only 20 of the 114 counties directly 
manage all their rural roads. Some have no 
engineers. Yet the Legislature did not heed 
the Foundation’s recommendation for consol- 
idating all rural road operations under profes- 
sional county highway departments. What 
guarantee is there of efficient use of increased 
rural road funds?

State money also will be scattered among 
660 cities—in fact, among every village and 
town with more than 2000 inhabitants. Some 
630 will receive additional revenue, but St. 
Louis and Kansas City will get only what they 
are getting now from their city gas taxes, and 
120 cities will have to give up city levies. Under 
the proposed amendment these can be restored 
only by a two-thirds vote, which in tax matters 
reduces the possible to the improbable. 

Fifty-five per cent of the people of this 
state live in the St. Louis and Kansas City 
areas. Will they accept a plan which takes 
more of their tax money for rural roads, 
which depreciates the growing importance of 
state arterial highways, which violates the 
tested Missouri rule of state road revenue for 
state roads—and which locks all this into the 
Constitution where it will be difficult to 
change? 

Voters may well ask whether the proposed 
amendment represents a detour away from 
Missouri's sound highway principles. But there 
is still a question, to be discussed in another 
editorial, of whether the state can make use 
of a new route toward road development.

We have read a good deal about that 125- 
year-old scenic wallpaper that was removed 
from the walls of a home in Maryland and re- 
located in the White House diplomatic recep- 
tion room. The big question in the minds of 
struggling do-it-yourselfers is: How did they 
strip it from the old walls? We have read 
that the feat was accomplished with a razor 
blade and a putty knife, but anyone who has 
tried that method will scoff. It is difficult 
enough to get the stuff off in-shreds and tat- 
ters.

Where the British People Stand 

English demonstrations in favor of a dis- 
armament policy verging on the pacifist have 
been much in the news recently; and so they 
may have created a false view of British pub- 
lic sentiment. This was reflected much more 
accurately by last week’s big Labor Party con- 
ference in Blackpool. 

A year ago the conference turned against 
the leadership of Hugh Gaitskell and adopted 
resolutions calling for unilateral disarmament 
and a foreign policy of nonalignment. Both 
proposals were rejected this year by impres- 
sively big majorities. The British opposition 
now is solidly on record for collective secur- 
ity through the Atlantic alliance. 

Because it is the only political group which 
might displace the Conservative government, 
Labor’s left wing attracts those dissidents 
who want to be effective. Frank Cousins of 
the big Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, spoke for them again at Blackpool. 
But their resolutions were defeated by mar- 
gins 10 times as large as those by which they 
were squeezed through a year ago. The votes 
came after George Brown, the Laborite 
parliamentary leader, urged the party to 
to leave “the cuckoo land” of the extreme 
left. They also represent a year of hard grass- 
roots work by Gaitskell and his group. As 
expressions of rank-and-file opinion, they are 
really meaningful. 


The extremists did put through—by close 


margins — protests against the basing of 
Polaris submarines in British waters and the 
use of British training grounds by German 
troops. But Gaitskell had warned that he 
would not respect the resolutions. So it was 
possible to express concern about the nuclear 
threat with the assurance that these resolu- 
tions would not affect party policy. The votes 
which counted, those rejecting unilateral dis- 
armament and neutralism, show that the 
great majority of Britons is convinced that 
genuine hope lies in the solidarity of the 
West. 


Mr. Corley’s Tirade 


Francis C. Corley’s charges against Senator 
Fulbright are absurd for several reasons, the 
principal one being that Mr. Corley so obvi- 
ously does not know what he is talking about. 
Mr. Corley has had virtually no experience in 
politics and less in international problems 
Nevertheless, the Republicans chose him te 
be their Missouri national committeeman and 
they are stuck with him. 


Could anything be more preposterous than 
Mr. Corley’s statement in a speech here that 
Senator Fulbright’s “irresponsible utterances 
have led the Soviet Union to take steps which 
have resulted directly in the recall of tens of 
thousands of young Americans into the armed 
forces and could indeed plunge the United 
States into a third World War’’? 


In other words, Mr. Fulbright, the patriotic 
and respected chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, who has ably 
served Arkansas (hardly a subversive state) 
in Washington for 18 years, is responsible for 
the Russian moves in Berlin! Premier Khrush- 
chev himself could not have produced a sil- 
lier distortion. 


Mr. Corley attacked Senator Fulbright for 
some remarks made in London 10 days ago 
at a press conference. No transcript was kept 
and versions of what Mr. Fulbright said differ. 
But the gist was that United States tactics in 
1944 and 1945 contributed to the problems 
that are coming to a head today in Berlin. 
The Oct. 2 London Daily Express quoted Mr. 
Fulbright as explaining: 


“In the original Berlin arrangement in 
1945 we were lacking in foresight, particular- 
ly in the question of the Berlin enclave with- 
out any direct corridor to it. It wasn’t the 
Russians’ fault. We were not clear on what 
we wanted to do there.” 


This is nothing more than has been said 
over and over. The Western allies made a 
serious blunder when they took on the job of 
occupying a city 110 miles within the Soviet 
zone without having anything in writing per- 
taining to the right of access. The experts 
of the Western Big Three apparently never 
thought of occupation zones that would touch 
Berlin. No one denies that this was a mis- 
take on the part of the West, and that is what 
Mr. Fulbright was saying. If the West had 
insisted on guaranteed access, the crisis in its 
present form could not have occurred. 


But to twist these remarks, as Mr. Corley 
did, into a charge that Mr. Fulbright “implied 
that America was eager to compromise on 
Berlin” is going pretty far. And to add that 
Mr. Fulbright has damaged his country more 
than did the late Senator McCarthy and ought 
to be censured by the Senate is absurd. 


Senator Fulbright has dismissed the Corley 
attack as “political tripe,” which, of course, 
it is. But under the circumstances it is 
a little more. Mr. Corley once had some 
grandiose plans for rebuilding the Republican 
party in Missouri, a job that badly needs 
doing. His demagoguery constitutes one of 
the best ways we can think of for destroying 
what is left of it. 


From Two Decisions 


By agreeing to review the case of Edward 
Yellin, the United States Supreme Court has 
given itself an opportunity to reconsider two 
decisions which left Mr, Yellin in a predica- 
ment not entirely of his own making. 

In the 1957 Watkins case, the court ruled 
that the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee had exceeded its authority and that 
there was no power of exposure for expo- 
sure’s sake. Relying partly on this decision, 
Mr. Yellin in 1958 refused to answer commit- 
tee questions on First Amendment grounds. 
He was cited for contempt. He was not in- 
dicted, however, for another year—or until 
after the court’s 1959 ruling in the Barenblatt 
case that the committee’s authority was “un- 
asSailable.” The University of Illinois gradu- 
ate student now faces a one-year jail sentence 
and his National Science Foundation fellow- 
ship has been suspended. 

One Supreme Court opinion encouraged Mr. 
Yellin to take a position which a second opin- 
ion largely destroyed. His appeal raises grave 
questions about the Un-American Commit- 
tee’s precise authority and power of exposure. 
The court may or may not take Mr. Yellin 
out of his legal quandary, but at least it 
should clarify its two decisions. 


A Break in High Drug Prices 

The pharmaceutical houses’ front against 
marketing prescription drugs by generic rath- 
er than brand names has been broken by Me- 
Kesson & Robbins, which plans to sell some 
91 drugs under generic names to pharmacies 
and hospitals at about half the price of the 
brand-named. 

This is a commendable reform of practices 
which have come under sharp attack in Con- 
gressional inquiry because they make prices 
to consumers high and confuse physicians 
choosing many fancy names instead of a sin- 
gle generic one. 

McKesson-Robbins expects to market anti- 
biotics, tranquilizers and synthetic hormones, 
among others, primarily those taken for long 
periods of time in the treatment of chronic 
conditions. Those are types of drugs on 
which Congressional investigation has largely 
centered. High prices for such drugs are 
particularly oppressive since sufferers from 
chronic ailments are so often elderly persons 
of limited means. 

It is further commendable of this drug 
house that “detail men,” or traveling sales- 
men, will not be employed to promote its 
product among physicians. These promo- 
tional tactics, smacking of high pressure, have 
become a major of the high price of 
many eauicel ivkes 

We hold no brief for the McKesson-Robbins 
line, and only hope so many other drug houses 
will follow suit in fair-pricing and plain-deal- 
ing that physicians and patients will soon 
have a wide choice among manufacturers of 
drugs under their generic names. 
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The Miscasting of McCone 


Magazine Says CIA Director Lacks Essential Qualities For the Job

A number of highly-placed public 
servants in Washington who have a 
professional concern ‘vith intelligence 
and security matters were jarred by 
the President’s unexpected nomination 
—within a few hours after Congress 
had adjourned—of John A. McCone to 
succeed Allen Dulles as Director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 

It was felt that the bounds of pru- 
dence had been crossed—not because 

Mr. McCone is a 
Republican (the se- 
. lection of Repub-

of ter to head the 
disarmament agen- 
cy was excellent), 
but because the 
Republican is John 
McCone, and because the job is CIA. 

Mr, Kennedy’s nominee has been de- 
scribed as a “man of stature.” He is 
that—a well-to-do engineer and indus- 
trialist, a tough administrator, a big 
donor to the Republican party, a 
friend of Richard Nixon, a prominent 
Roman Catholic layman and confidant 
of ultra-conservative Cardinal MclIn- 
tyre (Mr. McCone represented the 
United States at the 17th anniversary 
of Pope Pius XII’s coronation in 1956). 
He is also familiar with Washington 
bureaucracy, having served as Under 
Secretary of the Air Force, then as 
Chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission from June, 1958, until] his res- 
ignation was accepted by the new 
President in January. 

As successor to the controversial 
Adm. Strauss, Mr. McCone had made 
his peace with disgruntled Democrats 
on the Joint Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy, in part by giving them informa- 
tion theretofore denied them. But what 
brought him most attention was his 
campaign to force a resumption of 
nuclear testing by the United States. 
In retrospect, the method by which 
he pursued this aim casts some doubt 
on the reliability of his judgment. 

Thus, he said on July 25, 1960, that 
the test moratorium was a “greater 
disadvantage” to this country than to 
the U.S.S.R. That must be taken as an 
indication of his capacity for reliable 
estimates, and of the kind of informa- 
tion on which he might ba his re- 
ports to the President. For if the 
test ban was a “greater disadvantage”’ 
to the United States in 1960, one is 
hard put to explain why it was the 
Russians who broke the moratorium 
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—Yardley in The Baltimore Sun. 


Changing of the Guard 


in '61. The simplest explanation is that 
McCone favors “evidence’”’ that sup- 
ports his preconception—a human 
weakness, but dangerous in a CIA Di- 
rector. Furthermore, not only did 
he frequently imply publicly (no evi- 
dence was offered) that the Soviets 
were testing secretly during the period 
of the moratorium, he is also credited 
(privately) by one colleague with la- 
boring diligently behind the scenes for 
nearly three- years to undermine the nvu- 
clear test ban negotiations altogether. 


In his scholarly book, ‘Central In- 
telligence and National Security,” 
Harry Howe Ransom writes that the 
head of the CIA “must be a rare com- 
bination of administrative expert, 
imaginative scholar, courageous mas- 
ter spy, and a person of keen political 
sensitivity to the political ideals of 
the American Republic . . . a master 
judge and politician, but not a political 
partisan, and should be possessed of 
an inner integrity and common law 
sense.” 

He concludes that “given CIA’s vital 
contemporary importance to national 
security, the qualities required in a 
Director, and the agency’s immunity 
from popular surveillance and control, 
the same care that goes into the choice 
of a Chief Justice of the United States 
should attend the choice of a Director 
of Central Intelligence.” 


How well does Mr. McCone meet 
this exacting standard? Not as well 
as Allen Dulles. Where self-effacement, 
balanced judgment, fine discrimination 
are prime requisites, Mr. McCone 
brings an impulsive temperament, an 
arrogant manner toward subordinates, 
a dogmatic rather than _ skeptical

Spying is 
only a small part of the business; CIA 
subsidizes political activities all over 
the world (the Cuban venture was 
only one example); it is waist-deep in 
countless political intrigues. If the 
man-in-charge is deficient in deliber- 
ateness or in political sophistication, 
how safe are we? 

If administrative ability and a hatred 
of Communism were all that a CIA Di- 
rector need have, Mr. McCone would 
do. But they are not. To give him 
this awesome power is like turning 
over a high-powered car to someone 
with defective vision—or employing a 
tone-deaf piano tuner, 


KING DAVID, by Gwyn Jenkins. (Doun- 
bleday, 379 pgs, $4.50.) 


Here is the blood and thunder tale 
of David, slayer of Goliath, successor 
to Saul, King of Israel, father of Solo- 
mon. The original narrative is to be 
found in I Samuel, II Samuel, and the 
first part of I Kings. Thought to have 
been written by a contemporary of 
David, it is one of the oldest and most 
vivid parts of the Bible. The time of 
King David was the tenth century B.C. 
in the Early Iron Age of general history. 

The author says of his novel: ‘This 
story is an attempt to fill out the skele- 
ton of history with the flesh of living, 
breathing humanity: to accompany a 
very human David in his great adven- 
ture from the dusty solitary hills of 
Judea to the throne of Israel and be- 
yond.’’ He succeeds—but it should not 
be forgotten that this is also a vivid 
and very exciting story in the original.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
At a cost of nearly two million 
dollars each, Houston and New 
York have assembled teams to- 
day that probably will battle it 
out for ninth place in 1962 in the 
now expanded 10-team National 
League.

CLASS 1 shelters, intended for 
long-term occupancy by top of- 
ficials are very deep, he said, 
and include underground tunnels, 
hillside tunnels and bunker-type 
Structures.

Class 2 shelters, for long-term 
occupancy by lower-grade offi- 
cials, industrial experts and the 
elite class, are detached struc- 
tures, completely or partly un- 
derground, and will accommo- 
date from 150 to several thou- 
sand persons. Food stock- 
piled. 

Class 3 shelters 
wavs in Moscow, Leningrad, and 
Kiev. Their stations are about 
100 feet underground, with doors 
to seal the entire system from 
blast effects. These subways, it 
is estimated, would shelter from 
1,000,000 to 2,000,000 persons. 

Class 4 shelters holding from 
100 to 150 persons each, are all 
below the ground level in most 
apartment houses and public 
buildings. They are _ provided 
with double, air-tight doors, 
edged with rubber. They have 
heating, sanitary, and other fa- 
cilities, and are equipped with 
filters to eliminate radioactive 
dust. There is no stored food in 
Class 3 and 4 shelters; the peo- 
ple are expected to bring their 
own. 

In addition, Russia has a-care- 
fully drawn, and tightly con- 
trolled evacuation plan for large 
cities. It is constantly under 
study for improvement.

Done in by radio, But 
that was years ago. It came back all right, all right. The 
back page of Variety is filled this week by a triumphant ad 

4 proclaiming that Rodgers 
and Hammerstein's “Sound 
of Music” album has now 
sold 1,000,000 copies at 
$5.98 a throw. 

I can understand the 
people wanting to listen to 
Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein’s music but I can’t 
quite dig the enthusiasm 
for recording everything 
else—comedians, states- 
men, sports car noises. 
Everything gets on rec- 
ords these days and they 
all seem to sell. 

The other day I had a 
talk with Bud Greenspan, 
an amazing fellow, who re- 
cords some very strange 
noises. Some of his rec- 
ords: “Great Moments in 
Sports,” “The Voices of 
the Twentieth Century,” 
“Great Moments From the United Nations,” “Nuremburg 
War Trials.” “Witness” —a record of the Army-McCarthy hear- 
incs: and “World War II.” Most of these records sell from 
$5.95 to $7.95 and have sold 20,000 of each. Why, for heaven's 
sake? 

“I think the reason people buy these records has a lot to 
do with interest in history and also with nostalgia,” said Green- 
span. They want to know what Hitler, Hess and Goering 
sounded like. A kid in my office the other day said: ‘Hey, 
you got Roosevelt on that record.’ “I'd never realized Roose- 
velt died 16 years ago and this kid must have been about two 
years old.” 


JOHN CROSBY 


Greenspan gets these old voices and noises from 
the Library of Congress, NBC, CBS, WNYC, collec- 
tors. 

“I did something called the great voices of the 
Twentieth century, starting in 1900 when Edison ran 
around and recorded people with his little machine,” 
he said. “People like Flerence Nightingale, the actual 
bugier at the charge of the Light Brigade, Billy 
Sunday. 


“We're living with a generation of people who believe 
that Abraham Lincoln is Raymond Massey. I always be- 
lieved Lincoln was deep-voiced, a deep baritone, but after 
research I found he was high voiced and very hard to listen 
to. People walked out on the Gettysburg Address and it only 
became famous weeks afterwards.” 

Music you can heer again but personally, none of these 
novelty voice records, including the comedians who sell so 
well, attract me more than the first time. “I thought the 
people would listen only once, too,” said Greenspan. “But 
they don’t. People listen the first time; then their friends 
come in and they play the records for the friends and the 
friends go buy the records and play them for their friends. 
~. “In the ‘Witness’ album I have 40 minutes between Welch 
and McCarthy, I've also got Symington and McCarthy, Cohn 
and Schine. It’s amazing how much I've forgotten about that 
trial. Many people have forgotten even what the issues were. 
In the World War II albums there are sounds of warfare that 
@e the last we'll ever hear of this kind of warfare.”

Dear Mr. S.: Tt has been said 
that “Genius is merely the abil- 
ity to apply the seat of the pants 
to the seat of the chair.”

Nevertheless, if you 
have the intelligence, the ambi- 
tion and the willingness to perse- 
vere, you can become quite pro- 
ficient in almost any field.

Your Baby and Mine 


DEAR MRS. ELDRED: Our baby is 7 weeks old and I 
am trying to get him on some kind of night schedule. In 
erder to keep him from waking up at 1 or 2 a.m., I have 
been waking him up and feeding him at 9 p.m. By doing this 
he sleeps until about 5 in 
the morning. We are early 
risers. 

The trouble is, he is not 
interested in food at 9 p.m. 
He takes only about three 
ounces. This makes him 
take less food in the day 
than the doctor says he 
should have. He weighed 
six pounds 14 ounces at 
birth and now weighs nine 
pounds. How do you think 
I should manage it so he 
gets all his food but 
doesn’t wake up at 2 a.m.? 
—MRS. B.I.R. 


First of all, his weight gains have been less than 
usual, He has only gained about five ounces a week 
when he could have gained as much as 7 or 8 ounces. 

He is so small that he probably needs five good 
feedings a day, and it would appear that he is getting 
less food than he needs. 

So let’s forget about hours for a time and feed 
the baby so that he is better nourished, and expect 
that this will lead to longer sleeping hours. 

Personally, I do not believe in waking a sleeping 
baby in order to feed him. He won’t be interested in 
food when he has been waked out of a sound sleep, 
and so does not take the nourishment you furnish him.

Try strengthening his whole formula so that he gets about 
13 ounces of canned milk, with enough boiled water to make 
five 7- to 8-ounce feedings. To this may be added, if the 
doctor has approved, about two to three tablespoons of corn 
syrup, or about five level tablespoons of malt sugar. 

Then at the 5 p.m. feeding give him a small portion of 
baby cereal. Start with one teaspoonful, increase slowly until 
he can take a tablespoon or more. At this age you surely are 
giving him vitamins and orange juice. 

After the 5 p.m. feeding let him sleep until he wakens 
naturally. Although now he may waken at an inconvenient 
hour, later he will Jearn to sleep all night. On the contrary, 
if you waken him regularly at 9 p.m., he will continue to 
waken at that hour for a feeding. 


Keep the daytime feedings on schedule, if you 
wish, but let him sleep as long as he can and will 
at night—feeding him only when he wakens for it.

Reunion Here Making Nun’s Dream Come True 


How Sister M. Veronica, With Help of Friends, Arranged for Brother and Family to Come From Poland

A DREAM will come true to 
day for a Polish-born nun when 
an afternoon train arrives from 
New York City. Aboard the train 
will be nine passengers from 
Stettin, Poland, all relatives of 
Sister M. Veronica, housekeeper 
at St. Charles Monastery, 2913 
Locust street. 

After 15 years of hope, two 
years of intensive effort and un- 
counted miles of red tape, Sister 
Veronica has succeeded in bring- 
ing her brother, Antoni Janczura, 
and his family to St. Louis. 

Sister Veronica has not seen 
her brother since he was 10 
years old; he is now 61. In the 
intervening years, the Janczura 
(pronounced Yon-Choora) family 
in Poland has undergone experi- 
ences which would seem incredi- 
ble in fiction. 

“Originally there were six of 
us children,’’ Sister Veronica re- 
lated. “Antoni, Frank, John, 
Michael, Mary and I. My name 
was Ann. We lived in Jaroslaw.” 


The family was poor. An aunt, 
Mary Janczura, living in St. 
Louis, encouraged them to send 
Ann to the United States when 
she was 14 years old. She lived 
with the aunt and worked in a 
paper factory on Sixth street 
for a year and a half and then 
entered the Mother House of 
the Franciscan Sisters of Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help, at 3419 
Gasconade street. Three weeks 
later her aunt entered the order, 
too. 

Sister Veronica has spent all 
of her religious life in St. Louis 
and for seven years has been 
at the monastery next to St. 
Charles Borromeo Church. She 
returned to Poland only once, 
in 1928, for a visit, but did not 
see Antoni then. In World War 
II she learned that the entire 
family had been taken prisoner. 


‘‘When the Russians took over 
Poland, our land was confiscated 
and the family was sent to 
Siberia,”” Sister Veronica said. 
“A month after they arrived in 
Siberia, my mother died. The 
rest of the family was separated. 
I learned where they were 
through the Red Cross and sent 
them letters. Later I found 
they received my letters, but I 
never received their answers. 

‘“‘When the war was over, my 
father walked from Siberia back 
to Poland. There he got into

the hands of a dishonest woman 
who said she was with one of 
the agencies. He gave her my 
address, and she wrote to me, 
and I answered, but she did not 
give him my letters or the money 
or clothing that I sent.

“‘Meanwhile, my brothers re- 
turned to Poland and wrote me 
that my father was dead. I wrote 
that he was alive amd gave them 
the address.

I 
wrote, ‘You can stop looking but 
I won't stop praying.’ ”’ 


Her father decided to write to 
her again but he had lost the ad- 
dress.

How to Fix 


WHEN THE WEATHER starts 
getting on the cool side, lots of 
home owners notice those little 
vents in the walls of their home 
near the roof and figure that 
maybe it would be wise to close 
them up for the winter so that 
there won't be a lot of heat loss. 
These little vents are called 
“louvers” and they are more im- 
portant to heve open in winter 
than in summer. 

The purpose of these louvers 
is to allow the warm moist air 
that rises to the top of the house 
to escape outside. If the moist 
air doesn't escape, it will even- 
tually condense on the cold roof

If she is a 
poor student and worried about passing, then maybe 
she needs some help. An understanding teacher may 
be able to give all of the advice and aid that are neces- 
sary. (Teachers are usually more than willing to go 
out of their way to help a student who is worried about 
passing, if not very anxious to help the sort of student 


who doesn’t care. This girl obviously cares and

Or am I on the wrong track? Is she a pretty good student 
who worries because she isn’t an all-A student? 

What is she worrying about? Those are the important 
questions. 

It is of secondary importance only that her stomach 
growls.

The Bi-State Development 
Agéncy’s proposal to establish a 
ufiified mass transit system 
serving both sides of the Missis- 
sippi river has the enthusiastic 
approvat.of municipal and coun- 
ty. officials in the central west 
part of St. Louis county, a Post- 
Dispatch survey disclosed today. 

Bi-State is considering a plan 
to. acquire the properties of St. 
Louis Public Service Co. and 14 
other independent transit opera- 
tors and combine them into a 
single system with an area-wide 
zone fare system and through- 
service where indicated. As a 
public body, it would be free of 
most federal, state and local 
taxes and would use the savings 
to improve service or reduce 
fares or both. 

All of the mayors and County 
Council members polled by the 
Post-Dispatch except one fa- 
vored the Bi-State approach but 
said they reserved their full in- 
dorsement until the proposal 
takes more concrete shape. The 
one exception was Mayor Leo J. 
Hayes of Wellston who said he 
lacked sufficient information on 
which to base an opinion. 

Mayor F. William Human Jr. 
of Clayton: “I believe [ am 
already on record as stating that 
in my opinion Bi-State is the 
logical agency to undertake such 
a venture. I must admit some 
concern over the agency’s finan- 
cial ability to do the job because 
it must finance the entire opera- 
tion through the fare box. ~ 

“There is a growing belief 
that mass transit has reached 
the point where it requires a 
public subsidy to survive. To the 
extent that Bi-State would es- 
cape the most burdensome fed- 
eral, state and local taxes, it 
would be receiving a kind of 
subsidy.”’ 

Mayer Mort Jacobs of Over- 
land: “‘! am very much in favor 
of the proposal. It would seem 
to be the only way to solve the 
problem now. Other things be- 
ing equal, I would certainly pre- 
fer to see private enterprise 
handle public transit but the in- 
dustry seems to have reached 
the point where private owner- 
ship can no longer do the job. 


“My main concern is for bet- 


ter service. Overland is served | 


by Public Service Co. and St. 
Louis County Transit Co. but it 
takes a Cook’s tour to get from 
here to the Delmar Loop. 


“We get very little tax rev- 
enue from transit operations, but 
even if it were larger we would 
be willing to sacrifice it for bet- 
ter service and lower fares, if 
possible.” 

Mayor Nathan B. Kaufman of 
University City: “I would be 
sympathetic to the transfer of 
all transit operations to Bi-State. 
Studies have pretty clearly indi- 
cated it would be the proper 
agency to undertake this. job.

The purposes of a junior col- 
lege were outlined by the Uni-- 


versity City Board of Education 
in a fact sheet which was sent 
to county school board members. 

One purpose, the board said, is 
to provide high quality academic 
training for students who wish to 
attend a university in their juni- 
or and senior years. Another, the 
board explained, is to provide 
for students who will not go to 
a university, but to con- 
tinue their education after high 
school. 

Fleischer, who introduced the 
county junior college plan as an 
alternate to the city-county plan, 
expressed fear that residents of

“If the. city-county plan were 
placed on the ballot next April 
and defeated, then we. couldn't 
ask for a county vote until April 
1953,"" he said. The law requires 
that a junior college plan be 
voted on only in April and there 
can be but one election a year 
according to the law, he noted. 

Immediate Need. 

There is an immediate need for 
@ junior college system, he said, 
and the county plan is the fast- 
est way to answer the need. 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, co-chair- 
man of the city-county plan, and 
Philip J. Hickey, superintendent 
of instruction for the St. Louis 
Board of Education, pointed out 
the contribution that could be 
made by the city’s O'Fallon 
Technical High School, and the 
benefits of area-wide co-opera- 
tion: in terminal, transfer and 
technical two-year school pro- 
grams. 

The University City Board 
said ‘“‘O’Fallon Technical High 
School is filled to over capacity 
night and day. Junior college 
students could gain nothing from 
this facility under present us- 
aze.”’

Bulk of Pupils Said 
te Have Complied 
With New Statute. 


Various types of action have 
been taken by St. Louis county 
school district officials pertain- 
ing to a law recently passed by 
the state legislature requiring all 
achool children to be immunized 
against certain diseases, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The law, requiring children to 
be immunized against poliomye- 
itis, smallpox and diphtheria, is 
to be enforced by the Division of 
Health of the Department of 
Public Health and Welfare in 
Conjunction with the state De- 
partment of Education. 

The Jaw states that it is un- 
lawful for any student to attend 
echool for Jonger than one month 
wniess he has been immunized, 
and that district superintendents 
must file a record with the state 
health division showing the im- | 
munization status of each child | 

enrolled in his district. 


Surveys Begin. | 

- Most districts have started sur-_ 
veys of the immunization status | 
of students and some have| 
started programs to advise par- | 
ents. if there is non-compliance | 
with the law. 

. Robert S. Gilchrist, superin-| 
tendent of the University City | 
school district, said that Dr. 
Guy N. Magness, director of 
health, had met recently with 
state officials in an attempt to 
determine what measures are re- 
quired by the district. | 

Gilchrist said Dr. Magness has 
@tarted a vaccination program in 
the district for th-~e students 
needing the necessary shots. A 
letter explaining the law also is 
being drafted by Dr. Magness. 

“We have had excellent co-op- 
eration with the parents,” Gil- | 
christ said. ‘We certainly do not | 
anticipate any difficulties.” 

Most Pupils Vaccinated. | 

Superintendents were general- 
ly agreed that most students in 
their districts had already been 
vaccinated against the diseases 
mamed in the law. 

“More than 80 per cent of our 
students have already been vac- 
cimated when they start ele-| 
mentary school,”’ Morgan Sel- | 
vidge, superintendent of the Eu- 
reka school district, said. ‘‘Our | 
nurses are now checking the 
student health records and as 
goon as possible we will be in 
full compliance with the new 
lew.”

Chief of Police Peter Gaffney 
of University City turned to a 
police career in 1921 because— 
as he said yesterday with twink- 
ling eyes and in his finest Irish 
brogue—‘‘I was conceited and 
didn't want to dirty my hands 
at hard labor.” 

Like most Trish immigrants, 
young Gaffney had been forced 
to work at hand-soiling jobs 
when he came to St. Louis in 
1912 from North Ireland. He 
earned his living as a pavement 
setter. 


“T mever made any bones 
about not liking it, though,” he 
said. “My brother, John, used 
to admonish men about having 
a dirty automobile. | would tell 
him, ‘It's a pleasure car and 
there certainly is no pleasure 
in washing it.” ”’ 

Gaffney, who is 68 years old, 
will retire Nov, 1 as the oldest 
active policeman in St. Louis 
county. He said he acquired an 
affinity for police work by

He was a member of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary briefly before 
coming to the United States at
